Local Agricultural 
Experts. 
UNIVERSITY TOLD OF 


CITY GARDEN FREAK^ 
Research Professors May 
Come to Study Soil 
and Plants. 


Vineless potatoes is one of the freak 
products of Fort Wayne gardens. 


Aged farmers have 
scoffed, 
until 
taken to the barren scene where tubers 
are 
flourishing 
under the soil and sci- 
entific agriculturists have doubted until 
conducted over 
the 
garden patches 
where not a vine appears. 
The baffling 
condition exists in several small gar- 
dens at the north end of the city. 
The 
cynical public can 
have a look 
for 
Itself. 
The garden plats are not hard 
to find. The mystery of the subterra- 
nean growth is the talk of the neigh- 
borhood. 


The north end of Parnell avenue is 
the location of the perplexing state of 
potato growth which gives promise of 
placing Fort Wayne as a new center 
for agricultural research. 


Mrs. George Wright, who is culti- 
vating a backyard garden on Parnell 
avenue, near the city limits, was the 
first to notify the local food headquar- 
ters of the unexplainable fashion in 
Which her potatoes are growing, 
«nice 
an examination 
was 
started 
in 
the 
Wright garden sevei-al cxisos in 
the 
immediate neighborhood have been re- 
ported to those in charge of the city 
food relief movement. 
In some cases 
the embryo gardeners explained that 
they took no note of the strange con- 
dition because they thought potatoe.s 
naturally grew that v/ay. 


Even Gray Is Puzzled. 


F. W. Graw, Purdue univorsit\' grad- 
uate, head of the city garden campaign, 
cannot 
explain 
the 
circumstance 
of 
vineless potatoes. 
He has delved into 
his many text books on the subject of 
agriculture in a vain effort to find men- 
tion of such a growth. 


P u r d u e 
university professor.s were 
notified by Gray, Thur.sdaj' morning, of 
t h e startling situation. 
He will .send 
samples of the hearty potritoes which 
a r e growing without sending a i^hoot 
above ground, to the university scien-

Scientifically such a state as exists 
In the city surrounded gardens of Par- 
nell avenut, is impossible, atrricultnral 
•tudentsl'here say. 
No work of P,ur- 
bank's mentions even the 
possibility 
of shootless potatoes. 
If such a sub- 
terranlan growth can be made prac- 
tical farmers see a great advantage in 
potato culture. 
They point out 
that 
weeds could be cut with the ground at 
intervals 
by 
machinery 
without 
in- 
juring the plants of the tunneling tu- 
bers. 


Christ Meyers, a f a r m e r living near 
T o r t Wayne, sold 
the .seerl 
¡lotatoes 
which are growing without vines. The 
variety is the Early New Yorker. There 
Is nothing strange about the 
variety 
of potato itself. 
It is a hearty, light 
colored, early potato. 


The tubers in the Wright 
garden 
were planted in May. 
They did not 
develop tops after the early rains as 
did similar plants about the city. The 
Wright family waited in vain for their 
potatoes to sprout. 
Finally the 
po- 
tato crop in that 
garden 
was 
pro- 
nounced a failure. 
Mr. Wright 
dug 
Into the barren ground on 
Tuesday, 
with a view of planting turnips, and 
found hearty young tubers 
growing. 
Later the food relief 
workers 
were 
called. 


Growth of the potatoes in each of 
t h e three gardens examined by Gray 
and Mike Costello, retired farmer, who 
is aiding in the food relief work, are 
about the same. 
The small tubers are 
grrowing all about the original piece of 
need potato. 
They are bound to the 
rotted bit of potato by tender white 
filaments. 
Some of the new potatoes 
are half grown. 
They are solid and 
appear well nourished. 


Gray believes that the strange man- 
ner of growth may be due to chemi- 
ca laction of the sandy soil in that par- 
ticular 
neighborhood 
upon 
the 
ele- 
ments of the potato plant. 
The condi- 
tion might be due to a htherto 
un- 
known disease of the seed potato. Gray 
.Ptates. 


So far the situation is unexplain- 
able, 
It is much more mystifying to 
experts than the condition being i-e- 
ported many times each day of large 
Kines and no potatoes. 


Potato patches of Fort Wayne are 
well developed in the main, announces 
Food Expert Gray, who has just com- 
pleted a careful inspection of 
most 
of the 
city gardens. 
The 
blight 
is 
not as prevalent in the city as in many 
sections ,of the outlying country. 
Sev- 
eral~.ihpusand bushels of potatoes will 
be produced in the city. Gray pre- 
dicti:

ULVANEY, Ortheris and Lea- 
royd are privates in E Com- 
pany of a line regiment, and 
personal friends of mine." 
That is the 
vay Mr. Kipling begins his tale of the 
"Three Musketeers" in his collection of 
>tories under the title "Soldiers Three." 


Ewell Ledford and William Levin are 
»ergeants in a recruiting company at Jef- 
ferson Barracks. Mo. 
Now there is no 
connection between that and Mr. Kip- 
ling's yarn except that they are good 
friends of mine. 


I wanted to see the process of turning 
civilians into new soldiers, "John 
Sol- 
diers," as the older fellows call them. 


I wanted to go through it, to see how 
th« "first 500,000" will be started 
out 
next September. 


Accordingly, I went to Jefferson Bar- 
racks to pass through the machinery of 
enlistment, to take the physical examina- 
tion and to be outfitted with clothes and 
made ready for shipment to 
whatever 
army post I might be consigned. 


In the process I met Levin and Led- 
ford. 
Ledford might be taken for little 
Ortheris, the cockney. 
He might, 
hut 
he won't. 
For he would not lil<e it, and 
he's fat besides—not too fat. but just 
stout, and .short. 
Cocknpys are not fat: 
at least. Ortheris was not. 


Levin might be taken for Mulvaney. 
"the father in the craft, old in wnr, 
scarred, resourceful." 
But Levin is nnt 
yet an Irif;h name, nor is William Levin 
of Jefferson Barracks an Irishman. And 
there were only two of them, for Lea- 
royd, ,the 
heavy-footed 
Yorkshireman, 
was'missing. 
So there is no resemblance 
to the "Soldiers Three" except that the 
sergeants two were particular friends of 
mine. 


And they might not like it made public 
Just how we grew^ friendly in my two 
days at the barracks. 
It might not be 
well to say just how, at mess. Sergt. Led- 
ford was willing to bet his month's sal- 
ary that we would be hearing of Persh- 
ing's landing in France any time—which 
actually was announced three days later. 
Arid it might not be officially wi.se to say 
many other things that developed among 
us in those two days. 
For, as Mr. Kip- 
ling would say, "that is another story." 


In times of peace Jefferson Barracks is 
a dignifiedly busy place. 
Now It is bust- 
ling with ceaseless Activity. 
A steady 
Btream form the great Central West pours 
men into the recruiting depot there. The 
barracks is one of five recruiting depots 
in the United States, 
and 
men 
come 
through it from Chicago, Little 
Rock. 
Minneapolis, and virtually all of the Cen- 
" tral Department of the army. 


X recruit's first day at the barracks Is 
not a particularly busy one—and for some 
not a pleasant one. 
Kindly and trusting 
iOfflcers spared me the first day's process, 
which Is merely the checking In of the 
men at the receiving barracks, the assign- 
ment of them to sleeping quarters for the 
night, and the administration of a bath, 
a shave and 
haircut 
to 
every 
man, 
"whether he needs it or not." 


Amusement for Applicant. 
After this initiation to the army, the 
applicant for enlistment is free for the 
day.' Books in the post library, baseball 
on'ttae athletic field, while away the day- 
UnjCi'and in the evening the post picture 
»iKiw. provides amusement for the future 
•oldler of the. United States army. 
On'the second morning the real work 


of enlistment begins, and my first day in 
the post was accorded the fiction of being 
officially the second for me, so that I 
might start at the physical examination 
and "omit 
the 
introductory 
lAvations. 
"whether I needed it or not." 


Reveille and mess concluded, the man 
are assembled at 7 o'clock and formed In 
squads of fifty to go to the examintion 
barracks. 
A noncommissioned officer 
assigned to each squad and the squad 
taken I0 the capacious examination bar- 
racks to undergo the physical tests of 
the army physicians and, if found ac- 
ceptable, to become enlisted men. 


A Jn.'^.n is not enlisted until he reachas 
the recruiting depot, although many are 
of the opinion that recruits may be en- 
listed 
at the 
various recruiting 
posts 
scattered in every town and city of the 
country. The work of the little recruiting 
station, with its sergeant In charge, is 
merely preliminary. 
Acceptance does not 
come until the corps of one of the five 
recruiting depots approyes a man. 


I took my place with a squad of fifty 
under the direction of Sergt. Levin, wno 
\^a.s given a word to see that my "enlist- 
ment" was thorough. 


We—v.hich is to say, the squad in which 
I was placed—lined up outside the exami- 
raiion liarracks, and at the word from 
i^erst. Levin narclied into the reception 
room of the barrack.s proper. 
There the 
ccmn-.i.na to strip was given. 
This done, 
we wore told that we might check our 
vaiuab'es with a sergeant at one end of 
the room. 


One by one, as the men fini.shed remov- 
ing their clothing, they took their money 
and v.'hatever jewelry they had to the 
checking sergeant. As each man tonderej 
his property at the counter .-4 corporal 
standing beside the de.sk painted a num- 
ber on the left brea.st of the applicant. 
This number accorded with the number 
under which the man's valuables were 
deposited and followed him all through 
the examination as a means of Identifi- 
cation. 


No. 1 was allotted to me, and it fol- 
lowed me not only through the entire 
examination, 
but for two days after- 
wards. 


The examining room itself is a vast 
chamber, perhaps 150 feet in length and 
7,5 in width. 
In a space in the center, 
railed off, are the clerks of the depart- 
ment and the officers in charge. 
Along 
the walls of the room are the desks 
allotted to tne oflicers and men conducc- 
Ing the several parts of the examination. 
And in the aisle between is .the space 
where the applicants file. 


Card-Indexing the Men. 


As we entered. No. 1, at the head of the 
line, and turned to circle around 
the 
room, we,came to a series of five desks 
with clerks at each desk. To the first 
clerk I gave my name and the place and 
date of my birth. 
He made out a card 
for me, writing down the information I 
had given him. 
" 


The card was passed on to the next 
desk, and. literally, so was I. 
An en« 
listed 
man measured 
my 
height 
anif 
weight, which were duly recorded by the 
second clerk. 
A third pair of soldier? 
measured and set down upon the card 
the girth of my ctupst, normal and ex- 
panded. 
At the fourth desk my teeth 
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were examined, a notation being made for 
©very one crowned; and my body in- 
spected for scars. 
The vaccination scar 
was checked on the original card, and 
a ne^t- card made out, containing a chart 
of the body, where 
other scars were 
noted. 


At a fifth desk, only recently installed, 
a clerk recorded the number of my reg- 
istration certificate and the ward 
and 
precinct where I had registered, June 5. 
This additional desk was installed on 
June 6. 
On the day before, registration 
day, the barracks enlisted 1079 men—a 
record for an army recruiting post—all 
of whom were still In the post when 1 was 
examined. 


From these Introductory desks I went 
Into the compartments provided for the 
vision and hearing tests. MaJ. C. E. Free- 
man.^ the enlisting ofilcer In charge of 
the 
examination, 
accompanied 
me 
through th'e examination, and made 
the 
eye and ear tests with me. 
Standing 
across the compartment at a distance of 
about 20 feet, he whispered 
numbers 
which the applicant Is expected to hear 
and repeat 
The vision test tries the 
sight of er/h eye separately, reading a

lino of letters both forward and back- 
ward. 


After my sight and hearing organs were 
tried, I moved on to the compartment 
for the heart and lung tests, where Capt. 
fi. S. Bryan applied his instruments to 
my chest an^ back. 
These examinations 
finished, I returned to the open room for 
the tests of my muscles and legs. I was 
obliged to hop a distance of 20 feet on 
each foot, to rise and, squat on my toes, 
to flex the muscles of my legs, to reacfi 
forward and touch the floor without' bend- 
ing at the knee, and to have my arms 
and fingers inspected for broken bones. 
This test is applied to make sure that 
bones once fractured do not affect muscu- 
lar action 


Not satisfied with the whisper teats of 
hearing. Uncle Sam's doctors distend the 
ear and look down into that organ as 
far as they can. 
My nostrils and throat 
were also dilated and searched for or- 
ganic trouble, and, finding none, the doc- 
tors passed me on to Capt. F. N. Chilton 
of the regular army, for his final stamp 
of approval or disapproval. 


As Capt. Chilton approves of a man 
the man chosses th^ room for his vac- 


clnatjon and first typhoid Immunization. 
When these operations are finished the 
oath of allegiance is adpiinistered to the 
men in groups of ten or twelve at a time, 
and they are then regularly enlisted men 
in need only of uniforms to have the 
appearance of soldiers. 


Having been excused, of course, from 
the final step, I went out to the ante- 
room with the others to dress. 


Outside In the reception room again, the 
men sign their enlistment papers before a 
proper officer, and the result is actually 
an enlisted man in the army. As soon as 
the papers are signed the soldier's finger 
prints are taken on the card where his 
scars were recorded, and Uncle Sam has 
obtained the final means of Identification 
for his men. 


As I was dressing, after the last process, 
my "fingers still somewhat smeared from 
the Ink necessary to the taking of my 
finger prints, a big, kindly looking Irish- 
man sitting next to mo said in a,respect- 
ful whisper: 
"Did you make It?" 
"Yes," I replied. 
"Did you?" ^ 
"I did," he answered. 
"I made up my 
mind at 9 o! clock in the mornfn' and by 2 
that afternoon I was on my way hero 
from MInneat)oli3. 
I Would have been 
sore disappointed if I had not passed.** 


Back at Ledford's quarters, in the build- 
ing called the receiving barracks, 
men 
were being measured. 


Ordinarily, after the physical examina- 
tion has been mado and the men 
are 
sworn in, they are frse for the remainder 
of the day, and on the following day are 
measured for and supplied with clothing. 
However, 
Ledford 
declared 
he 
would 
"strain a point" for me and outfit mo 
the same afternoon. 


AVhen we returned to Ledford's head- 
quarters, the building called the Receiv- 
ing Barracks, the squads of fifty were 
again being mobilized where they would 
be within easy reach of Ledford's call as 
their turn came. 
Reminded that I was 
No. 1, he declared another exception in 
my case, and took me right up with him 
to his company's room on the 
second 
floor. 
Dressing T h e m I n . 


Stepping out on the balcony, he sum- 
moned the first squad of fifty names, or- 
dered them upstairs and had them line up 
on one side of tlie room. 
He put me at 
the head of the line ana ordered each of 
us to remove his ri.^ht shoe and stocking 
and our coats and vests. 


"Now, men," spoke Ledford, "this man 
in uniform here will try the army coat 
on you, and when he finds, one to fit ho 
will tell you thè slza. 
This other fellov/ 
here will try on the hats and also givo 
you the size. 
Remember that coat and 
hat size. 
'Bout half the men ferget it. 
Then you come up to the box where I'm 
sittin,' put your right heel against the 
back of the stop on the box and hold the 
other foot up. As soon as I get the size 
of your .ihoe go to the table there, repeat 
your hat and coat size, and the man 
there will measure you for underwear. 
Then take the card he will give you and 
go to the other tabi», where the man 
there will tell you what to do. 
You are 
subject to orders, now, and I want you 
to do às I say." 


But Ledford's desire xi'as a vain one, for 
not hall remembered" everything he said, 
and he had to repeat constantly his in- 
structions. 
Tho walls of the room, the 
men in charge, everything, was an at- 
traction too great for us "rookies." 


Privato Arthur (Spider) Wells fitted me 
with a coat and hat and said some unin- 
telligible numbers to me, which, like the 
rest of the civilians. I promptly forgot. At 
a sign from Ledford I boarded the box to 
have my foot measured for the army 
shoe. 
The lengthwise 
dimension 
wa.s 
taken upon a rule; and at the same tlm»;. 
Ledford ran a tape measure around my 
foot at the large part just in back of th? 
toes. He called the size to Private Fer- 
guson ïit the first table (and the size does 
not matter), 
and 
made 
some remai k 
about the navy losing two gunboats. To 
that I didn't pay much attention, for I 
knew I would read it in thé evening paper 
anyway. 


As I stepped from the box Private Lee 
Murphy, a former Chicago 
newspaper 
man, slipped a tape measure around my 
waist, and Ledford .spewed out a series of 
numbers, which were "A lOVi D, a 
stocking, a 11 breeches, a 6 drawers, a '4 
leggings, a 3 under." Clothing in the 
army goes by a number to each size, and 
a size included both circumference and 
length. 
Ledford' 8 Jargon was the army 
number for the variòus garments I would 
require. 


Ledford suspected immediately that tlM 
fellow was a reject, and asked him what 
the doctors had dene to him. 


"Oh. they done everything." the Pole re- 
sponded. 


"Did they put something In this arm 


and scratch the other one?" asked Xied- 
ford. 


"No," he answered, "but Ah got a ntim- 
ber." 


Ledford was satisfied. If the man waa 
not vaccinated or inoculated for tj^lim 
he had not been accepted, and so he "Vas 
sent to the proper office to be given hbi 
ticket back to Chicago. 


The measuring of the other went oti 
then, and in fifteen minutes the fifty hatl 
been measured for their uniforms and 
other clothing. From Ledford's shop wa 
filed downstairs and were given sacks to 
hold our clothing. We followed a <»r-» 
poral to the quartermaster's house, and 
were supplied with the articles specified 
on the cards. These articles were a pair 
of army trousers or breeches, a cotton 
olive-drab service coat, four suits of un. 
derwear. six pairs of stockings, a pair of 
shoes, two ollve-drab shirts and hat. Tho 
total value of these articles, according; 
to the prices placed upon the clothing 
card, is $14.36. A "recruit's kit" waa In- 
cludetl, with being charged to "the soldier. 


This "recruifs kit" is a real friend of 
the newly-made soldier. It Is like an in- 
spiration to keep clean and a practical 
means of working out the actuality of 
that inspiration. In it are a hoiijewlfe, 
which is a kit of needles, pins, tnreada, 
buttons and the necessary utensils fbi! 
sewing, soap, whiskbroo.m, two towels,"^ 
razor lold style), a hair brush and oombfi 
and tooth brush and paste. 


Capt. Collins informed me that the dlf<< 
ference between the regular and the vol-4 
unteer troops lies in the fact that the 
regulars have been taught to be clean 
under camp conditions, while the volun- 
teers have not. "If the old saying about 
cleanliness being next to godliness Is truo 
anywhere." Capt. Collins said, "It is espe-. 
cially so in the army." 


Having received our supplies from th# 
quartermaster, we marched batfk to thO 
receiving barracks and Into a bii^ room oa 
the first tloor. As we entered v f j were di- 
vided into two lines along either side of 
the room, each man halting at a box 
about 3 feet square and 2 feet deep. 


Almost before we had got to our placed 
a private at the end of tho room began • 
steady stream of racuous commands. 


•Knipiy 
your 
sacks 
now 
into 
thos# 
boxes in front of you. Empty the sacks, t 
said, you over there near the window. An^ 
every man take off his civilian clothdi 
and put them in the box in front of you* 
Hurry up, there; take your clothes oft of 
you. Then put on your uniform and r«M 
main at your places until I tell you what 
to do. 


"Hurry up, there. I never saw such % 
slow bunch as you fellows. You hav* 
taken twice as long as any other crow(^ 
Stay in your places, 1 said." And so on* 
tne same flow of commands and ImprecM 
tlons, and, as 1 found out later, given th# 
same way to every squad. 
' After we had dressed in our khaki unl^ 
fornjs wo were told by Capt. Robert 1« 
Collins, the commissioned oflicer in cbargv 
of the department, to keep our civilian 
clothing, but that if we wished to sell it 
ho was authorized to pay us a nominal 
sum for It. I was not interested by sueh 
an announcement, but many were, and 
proceeded to sell their garments, despit» 
repeated admonitions from Capt. CbUins 
and Sergt. Leo to keep them. 
' "Why don't you keep your stuff?" Qipt> 
Collins asked one of the men, "and^tsnA 
it home?" 


"Because I've got no horn« to sMd it 
to," tho man replied, "but I think I hav* 
got a good home for the next four^ysars.** 


When the minor clothing tranaMtlons 
had all been made, the SQuad Was scaln . 
fornfed in a line, checked up outslds^anA 
assigned to the barracks which m w Ml' 
be their homo until they were coi^dgB^ 
to our permanent regiment or post.

ACCUSED OF GIVING

Tien Tsin, July 6.—^Fifty thousand soldiers of the republican 
forces are converging on Pekin and the attempt to restore the Manchu 
dynasty appears to be at the point"of failure. 


By midnight Tuan Chi-Jui, who 
has been appointed commander-in- 
chief of the punitive expedition, 
is expected to have 20,000 troops 
between Tien Tsin and Pekin. 
Large forces are coming up from 
the south. 


Along the Hankow railway 1,000 aol- 
iiers are advancing. 
Gen. Chang Hsun, 
the dictator who attempted to restore 
the monarchy, has only some 3,000 men. 


Tuan Chi-Jui today addressed an ulti- 
matum to Chang Hsun's troops, promis- 
ing them more favorable treatment if 
they would lay down their anus. 
The 
northern military leaders do not expect 
fighting. 
They believe Chang Hsun will 
be deserted by 
his 
troops when 
the 
strength of the republican forces is real- 
ized. 
It is rumored that part of Chang 
Hsun's forces already had deserted him. 
Fifteen provinces are supporting Tuan

Baltimof^e, July 6.—Dr. Joseph fe. 
Amea, professor of physics at Johns 
Hopkins univerRlty and chairman of 
the commission of scientists appointed 
by this government to study the con- 
duct of the war in France, stated here, 
after a number of conferences In Wash- 
ington. that speed and size In aero- 
planes will end the war most quickly. 


He said the United States must fur- 
nish 10,000 pilots and at the lowest 
20,000 aeroplanes and must maintain 
this average In the face of casualties. 
Each pilot, he said, must have two 
planes. 


"The situation," said Dr. Ames, "Is 
summed up in an Interview which I had 
with General Smuts. 
He said: 
'The 
decision lies In the air and complete 
victory can only be won by 10,000 or 
more fighting aeroplanes with which 
enemy aircraft can be annihilated. This 
accomplishment 
will 
be worthy 
of 
America and is a contribution which 
she is capable of making and will give 
her an enviable position at the peace 
table.' "

Control of This Serious Pest 
Possible by Early Ap- 
plications. 


Washington, July 6.—^Two applica- 
tions of a spray made of arsenate of 
lead, preferably in Bordeaux mixture 
for the treatment of fungas diseases, 
will control the grape-berry moth, one 
of the most baffling pests to growers 
in the Erie-Chautauqua and northern 
Ohio grape belts. 
Make the first spray 
immediately after the grape blossoms 
have fallen and the second when the 
grape berries are Just touching one an- 
other—about two weeks later; 
Of all 
the measures tried, spraying, accord- 
ing to entomologists 
of thé United 
States department of agriculture, is 
the one dependable method of con- 
trolling this pest in commercial vine- 
yards. 
How the grape-berry 
moth 
lives, how it damages crops, and the 
methods of combating it are described 
in a recent publication of the depart- 
ment of 
agriculture, 
bulletin 550, 
?'Control of the Grape-Berry Moth in 
the Erie-Chautauqua Grape Belt," by 
Dwlght Isely. 


The grape-berry moth Is distributed 
throughout that part of the United 
States east of the great plains to the 
Atlantic, and from the southern por- 
tion of the Canadian province of On- 
tario to t t o GUlf of Mexico. The dam- 


the grape berries. 
Frequently the de- 
structiveness of this pest la underesti- 
mated because "wormy" grapes, unless 
they are heavily infested, bring a price 
comparatively near the standard price 
—seldom more than 10 per cent less. 
Because of this, growers are likely to 
overlook what 
is a 
greater charge 
against the berry moth—a reduction 
in the weight of infested fruit. 


There are two generations of the in- 
sect each year. The hrst-brood larvae. ' 
which develop from the eggs laid by | 
the spring 
moths, begin 
to hatch 
about the time the grape blossoms 
fall and the fruit begins to set. 
The 
second-brood larvae, developing from 
eggs laid by the flrst-brood moths, do 
not appear until later in the summer, 
but they are usually more numerous 
and destructive than 
the flrst If no 
measures have been taken against the 
latter. 
Thorough spraying, 
as de- 
scribed, against the flrst-brood larvae i 
so reduces the insect in vineyards that 
larvae of the second brood are scarce 
and cause little injury. 
The second 
treatment given; however, operates to

This is the way to make the combi- 
nation spray: 


Arsenate of Lead—Paste, 3 pounds, 
powder, H i 
pounds; resin 
flsh-oil 
soap, i pound. 


Bordeaux 
Mixture—Copper 
sul- 
phate, 3 
pounds; lime, 
3 pounds; 
watei-, 50 gallons. 


In caae of extremely heavy infesta- 
tion, the amount of arsenate of lead 
should be increased to five pounds, if 
paste, or two and a half pounds if 
powder, at least in the last applica- 
tion. 
If a resin flsh-oil soap is not 
available, a laundry soap containing 
resin may be substituted in its place. 


This combination spray should con- 
trol any 
infestation of 
the grape- 
berry moth, the entomologists say. but 
if for any reason the two applications 
fall to control the flrst brood of larvae, 
a third application ma^ be made five 
or six weeks after the flrst. The en- 
tomologists 
explain, 
however, 
that 
fruit is likely to show heavy staining 
at the time of harvest as the result of 
a third spray. 
This staining may be 
reduced by omitting Bordeaux mix- 
ture from the solution and using in- 
stead one pound of lime In flfty gal- 
lons of water. 


The applications required for the 
control of the grape-bero' moth are 
so timed that they may be combined, 
if necessary, with applications to con- 
trol the grape rootworm, grape leaf- 
hopper, powdery mildew, downy mlN 
dew, and black i^t. 
Nothing need be 
added ta th^e spray solution for root- 
worm control^ nicotine sulphate (40 
per cent) at the rate of 1 to 1,600 
should be added to the second appli- 
cation for leafhopper 
control; 
and 
Bordeaux mixture should be used in 
IMthapplleatlons for the fumpM die- 


grape berry moth need not exceed 15 
an acre. 
If the applicatlohs are made 
to control other 
pests as well. t]»a 
charge against the control of the beriy 
moth will be considerably less. 
It 
should be borne in mind, the ento- 
mologists say. that unless thè proper 
spray mixture is applied, at the right 
time and the clusters are thoroughly 
covered the work is of little value.

iOETZINai lNTO DEBT TO KEBENSKY.

Some yearsVbefore his deathi Counts Tolstoi 
srt down a "-w^r prophecy" in which some- 
thing like the p3;esent great conflict was fore- 
siadoweid. 
That »made no hard call on the 
powers of a seer, ,though the great Russian 
Titer's oracular deliverance is said to bave 
had revelation to him in some sort of vision, 
for the present war merely verifies wJiat Eu- 
ro]^ had; been expecting for many years. Any- 
way, Tolstoi's prophetic vision peered into the 
fixture and saw the coming of " this war. 
It 
àrived- a year or so behind the ^Tolstoi sche- 
dule, btEt it has arrived—good. and plenty. 
'A detail of the Tolstoi prophecy^was the com- 
ing of » leader from the body of the people— 
Uw people somewhere, not distinctly 
made 
<^«ar, but with preferences for the north, 
which seemed to indicate Russia. 


"With the blunderings and scramblings and 
disasters and failures and getting» nowhere for 
two or tiiree years, allies of the entente have 
wondered when the genius of the Tolstoi vi- 
eâon was to come. With the breaking down 
ef Russia following the revolution,, no doubt 
he was given up as a bad job of pnophesying 
aîid eyes were turned toward America, where 
events were moving in rapid and hopeful 
train. As riot succeeded revolution and an- 
archy followed riot, with troops deserting 
wholesale and these that staid on the front 
consorted and fraternized with Germans and 
proletarian leaders lapsed into hop-dreams all 
over the land and all along the battle lines ,tLe 
case of Russia seemed hopeless. Government 
failed, the revolution had ceased to march and, 
general chaos was the cheerful prospect. The> 
dawn of freedom in Russia certainly brough^i 
none of the gilded glory of sunrise to Russia'fe 
allies. 


Then arose 
Kerensky. 
Young, 
brilliant, 
fervid, and magnetic, Kerensky got into 
ijhe 
government. A lawyer and publicist, he kniew 
little of war, was ignorant of arms and ]^ro- 
fessed no taste for them. But Kerensky kjiew 
Russia and he knew men. He permitted /him- 
self to be drafted for the war portfolio 
thf 
reconstructed ministry. Then he turned him- 
self loose upon the land. He fired with his 
eloquence, he stung with his scorn, hej lashed 
with his anger. In a few short weiiks that 
flaming spirit has transformed Russia, has 
recreated the armies, has breathed .fiire into 
éhe bosoms of the soldiers, has resjtored the 
power of the initiative, has set t;he mujik 
légions in motion and has sent the?<n crashing 
against the Teutonic lines with shattering 
force and splendid results. All 
the 
subtle 
blandishments of German trickery have come 
to naught. Russia is àgain in the war with 
her fighting spirit high and Tier troopè in- 
ipired by smashing successes, 
i Kerensky wrought this. 
I t is nothing in 
derogation of Mr. Root and t^e other gentle- 
men of the American commission, much as 
they have been able to acco?iaplish in Russia, 
to ascribe to Kerensky the transformation of 
spirit in the weltering mass of Russian human- 
ity and in the armies at th/e front. He is the 
medicine the Muscovite was languishing for. 
He has led because he is a leader. It may be 
that fulfillment of the 
Tolstoi vision has 
bodied forth in this yoimg consumptive law- 
yeyt. Then it may be, af/ain, that it hasn't. No 
ohe knows and no one can care as to that, or 
whether Tolstoi had .7 vision. In any event, 
Kerensky will serve. 
He wâs the man the 
hour demanded and/he answered. 


In half a dozen w^eks Kerensky has put the 
world in his debt. ; If he can keep the great 
fire going that he has kindled from the Baltic 
to Persia the worl|a will owe him more than it 
can repay in his -time, more than history can 
fepay in all tim^j. Only democracy, free tri- 
limphant and pejrpetual around the world can 
requite th|it debt to Kerensky, who, ris- 
.|pg ouy'of thcj/murk and fog of anarchy, re- 
jftore^balanc^Ho the great battle of free peo- 
to make/the world safe for democracy.

There is not much reason 
anywhere to dispute this concensus of all exr 
pert military and scientific opinion. So it ill 
befits outsiders—like members of congress, for 
instance—to craise the question at all. 


There does{not appear to be any reason why 
America should not produce this victorious 
arm of the S'Srvice forthwith. There is «very 
industrial facility for making airplanes in 
thousands. ,There is no reason to suppose that 
such types as are needed, or better types than 
any yet conceived, cannot be produced in thij 
land from ¡which the airplane started. In any 
event, Am/erican industrial skill and facilities 
are equal to turning out whatever plans can 
be furnished for. With the machines will be 
needed airmen and it is not to be doubted that 
ii call. for volunteers for the aerial service 
would bring offerings by the hundred thou- 
sand. 


Now congress doesn't know anything about 
war and all it knows about air is superheating 
it and converting it into immeasureable vol- 
umes of wordy and banal futility. But if for 
once congress could take the word of come- 
body else for a thing and proceed with un- 
heard-of dispatch to provide the means—a 
half billion or a billion—to create the needed 
swarms of war birds and let the work of it 
begin, congress might deprive itself of the 
comfoipt of much hot air and inflict a consid- 
erable . shock on a surprised country, but it 
would; get into history in fair fashion. 


Th(;re will be more than a billion wasted in 
some tmistakes, blunders and kindness before 
this \far shall end and there is nothing that 
offers quite so attractive and promising a 
hazar fl. as plunging in to win this war with the 
airphme. Nor is it so much a hazard. 
The 
potentialities of aerial warfare are no longer 
specvilative. 
Every few days Germany in a 
minor and murderous way discloses practical 
hint; of possibilities. 
The superiority of the 
alli/ed armies in France and Belgium in the 
mf(tter of aerial equipment is a daily prcved 
tremendous advantage. 


This country can put any number of air- 
planes into the war and any number, of men 
t/o operate them. Perhaps after congress has 
'fi.ad another month to squall and cackle upon 
/the issue of drawing the line between ''nigger 
'gin" and near-beer, it will find time and hum- 
or for other national service almost as gi'eat.

A NEW CONSTITUTION ^ ÄüivÄ^So'S 


County Government, is Mainly a System of 
Checks, Clumsy and With Low Efficiencies 


(Copyright 1917 by John A. Lapp.) 


The county is a subdivision of the 
state organized for the purpose of ad- 
ministering the laws within the ter- 
ritory Included and doing such things 
of a local character as may be neces- 
sary. 
It has a dual capacity as an 
agent of the state and a means of 
local government. 


The 
county 
government 
consists 
mostly of checks. 
As an instrument 
for doing work it Is inefficient. From 
top to bottom, 
the organization is 
wrong and violates every principle of 
responsible 
government. 
Not 
very 
much is said about county govern- 
ment in the constitution but the little 
that is said effectually ties* the hands 
of reform. 


The 
constitution 
establishes 
the 
following offices. Axes their terms and 
provides that they shall be elected by 
the people. Clerk of the circuit court, 
auditor, recorder, treasurer, sheriff, 
coroner and surveyor. The boards of 
county commissioners are recognized 
by the constitution, 
although their 
composition, term and method of elec- 
tion are not fixed. 


Here we have the long ballot and 
djecentralization of authority 
with a 
vengeance. 
None of the officers men- 
tioned have any responsibility to any- 
one except the people and thefe is no 
means of enforcing that. 
The people 
elect all of these officials besides the 
three county commissioners and the 
seven n^fembers of the county council. 


The board of county commissioners 
is thQ center of the county government 
but Its authority over the officers men- 
tioned in the 
constitution is slight. 
IVIoreover this board is at the mercy 
of 
the County 
council which 
was 
created to make appropriations and 
levy taxes as a check on the county 
board. No one therefore has any real 
authority. 
The 
council levies 
the 
taxes and makes the appropriations 
and the county board lets contracts 
and conducts the administrative busi- 
ness of the county. Each of the other 
officers goes his own way. 


While the county is the arm of the 
state 
to carry 
on state 
business, 
strangely enough, the 
state has no 
power over the county officials. The 
sheriff is the chief law enforcing offi- 
cer and yet the governor may not di- 
rect the sheriff even in the commonest 
matter. 
Instances have been known 
where the governor has called out the 


national guard to suppress gambling 
because he did not have authority to 
compel the sheriff to act. 


The crystallizing of offices in the 
constitution also sadly hampers effi- 
cient management of local business. 
Some offices have become practically 
obsolete in the course of more than 
half a century. Take for example the 
office of surveyor. 
It might be a 
most Important office 
with the de- 
velopment of Improved highways and 
drainage but no one would think of 
entrusting to a poUtically elected sur- 
veyor, who might or might not be an 
engineer, fbe duties of supervising the 
expenditure' of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars 
on highways. 
The 
good 
road movement has brought the coun- 
ty highway 
superintendent, who in 
turn must give way to the expert high- 
way engineer. If the county surveyor 
were an appointive officer, all of the 
engineering work of the county would 
be centered in him. 
It would be a 
wasteful and suicidal policy to do that 
under existing conditions. 


A further weakness of county gov- 
ernment is fpund 
in those counties 
which have large cities. 
Here is a 
confusing overlapping 
of authority. 
The sheriffs and deputies enforce law 
In the city In co-operation with or 
defiance of the city police force. The 
county has certain duties with respect 
to, roads and bridges, the township \ leave it to the 
political spoilsman. 


trustee is the poor officer of the city 
and so on. 
Many states confronted 
with growing complications 
of this 
sort have joined city and county to- 
gether into one co-operation with good 
success. 


The solution of the county problem 
in Indiana seems to center around the 
establishment of responsible govern- 
ment under one central 
responsible 
head. All that has been said in these 
chapters about centralization of state 
administration applies to the county. 
We already have a county board with 
considerable 
authority. 
This board 
can readily become the supreme head 
of the county government. 
All other 
officers should then become subordi- 
nates of the county board and the work 
should be organizd into proper de- 
partments. 
By this change, Indiana 
would have a commission form of gov- 
ernment. Better still let the board ap- 
point a business manager and make 
him the responsible head of the county 
administration. 
The

What kind of recruits will compose 
the new national army soon to be se- 
lected for service? 
How does Amer- 
ican manhood compare with the arm- 
ies of the allies—the British 
Tom- 
mies and the French poilus? 
What 
percentage of our boys will be reject- 
ed for physical unfitness? Will Amer- 
ica turn out as sturdy a band of young 
soldiers as the pioneer countries of 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand ? 


The surgeon general of the United 
States army is to be charged with the 
final responsibility of accepting or re- 
jecting recruits—one million strong— 
who will be summoned to the colors. 
Physical standards will be slightly re- 
relaxed over those obtaining for the 
United States army, but only for ver^y 
minor defects. 


The army that will go to Europe 
will consist of the finest body of men 
ever assembled. 
Eight hundred and 
fifty-three 
men out of each thousand 
who applied for enlistment and were 
examined last year measured up to the 
rigid physical examination required. 
The percentage is expected to be high- 
er among the men called for the new 
national army, since they comprise 
the pick of American manhood In age 
and general development. 


The minimum standards for the se- 
lected eervice men will be 6 feet 4 
inches in height, weight 120 pounds, 
and chest expansion 32 inches at ex- 
piration. 
Army experience shows the 
majority of American 
men 
eatceed 
these standards. 
More than half of

of all recruits accepted exceeded this 
measurement. 
Nearly three-quarters 
of the men, or 72 per cent, will weigh 
135 pounds or over; and nearly half, 
or about 43 per cent., will have chest 
measurements of 34 Inches and over. 


Only 250 men in each thousand call- 
ed will be rejected for physical rea- 
sons. 
The new army will take only 
men up to the scratch. 
The largest 
number of rejections last year in the 
army were of men infected with dis- 
eases due to moral delinquency. 
One 
hundred and thirty of each thousand 
were rejected for this cause. 


A sound heart is the next most ne- 
cessary qualification. Heart disease is 
the second ranking cause of rejection 
of recruits. 
Nest in order comes bad 
hearing, and then bad eyesight. 


Flat feet will cause rejection, and 
alcoholism follows this as 
a 
cause. 
Booze has no place in the efficient sol- 
dier's life. 


Bad teeth—so bad that a dentist 
cannot readily correct the fault—will 
bar you from selected service. 
Un- 
der weight, under 
height, 
or over 
weight will be a bar, as will tuber- 
culosis, insufficient chest development 
or diseases of the vital organs. 


The avei-age American soldier who 
will go to the front, experience shows, 
will weigh 138.56 pounds; will meas- 
ure 5 feet 7.62 Inches In height and 
will have a chest expansion of 3 
Inches. 


The figure enormously exceeds the 
averages for the Philippine scouts and 
the Porto RIcan regiments, for In- 
stance, and Is considerably above the 
figures 
for the British. Italian and 
French armies. 
It is exceeded as to 
height by the Australians and equaled 
-by the Canadians.

The American Red Cross has made 
public at Washington statistics on 'the 
recent campaign to raise $100,000,000 for 
the \rar fund, 
giving the per capita 
amounts raised by twenty cities in In- ^ 
diana. 
The per capita in Fort Wayne is j 
given at $1.45 on a total amount raised 
of $111,000. However, later subscriptions 
brought this amount to over $112,000. 


The populations of the cities 
were 
figured on present census estimates in 
preparing the statistic's, except in the 
case of Gary, which w^as figured in as 
having a population of only 16,802. 
This 
was the census total for Gary in 1910, 
but the city has outgrown that estimate 
many times during the last seven years. 
Based on the 1910 census figures, Gary, 
which contributed a total of .$100,098.90, 
would have contributions of $5.92 per 
capita to its credit, but under the cir- 
cumstances that figure obviously is in- 
correct. 
Gary estimates its population 
at 50,000. 


On that basis the city's per capita Red 
Cross contribtition would be a fraction 
of a cent more than $2. 


Excluding the incorrect Gary 
figures, 
the best record per capita by any of the 
Indiana cities named in the Red Cross 
list was made by Anderson, which has 
contributions of $2.52 per capita to its 
credit. 
Huntington is second. The sta- 
tistics given out in Washington, exclud- 
ing Gary, follows:

LESSON TEXT—II Chron. 30:1-13. 


Ahaz reigned sixteen years from 
about 739 to 723 B. C., over the king- 
dom of Judah, its capital being in Jeru- 
salem. 
The kingdom was nearing its 
end, and was destroyed within a few 
years after the death of Ahaz. 
His 
character presents many 
interesting 
questions for discussion; the character 
of his reign, the wealth and prosperity 
of his father and grandfather, the de- 
velopment of his character from the 
home wherein he originated, why a na- 
tion can be successful and not be right- 
eous or virtuous, that is, outwardly 
successful, and the application of these 
questions to our present-dajr political 
and commercial lives. 


I. Ahaz, the Ruler, ( w . 1-5). 
The 
character of Ahaz is not to be admired. 
He played a prominent and evil part 
In the history of the Kingdom of Judah. 
We find his name recorded among the 
Syrian inscriptions of the year 732 B. 
C., 
the 
Hebrew 
historian 
having 
dropped the prefix "Jeho" from his 
name. 
The full name indicates that 
be had "grasped Jehovah," yet he was 
untrue to his name. The historian says 
"he did not that which was right In the 
Bight of the Lord." This puts it mildly, 
but Indeed few of the kings of Judah 
did otherwise, and he patterned his 
conduct not after the good model of his 
father, but the thoroughly bad conduct 
of the kings of the northern nation, 
Israel. 
He was but twenty years of 
age when he took the throne, but had 
already entered upon a course of action 
opposed to that of his father. 


II. 
Ahaz Ruined. 
The choice lay 
before him of following in the steps of 
his grandfather Uzziah and his father 
Jotham (II Chron. 1:10). He chose to 
defy God, openly disobeyed him and 
was disloyal to his God and his coun- 
try, walking In the ways of the kings 
of Israel, (v. 2), burnt his children In 


' the fire, after the abominations of the 
heathen, (v. 3), made molten images 
of Baal, (v. 2), and spread that wor- 
ship into the high places on the hills 
and under every green tree (v. 4), 
made sacrilegious use of the temple's 
treasury, and was dishonest as well as 
profane. He trusted Baalim more than 
he trusted God. 
j 
III. Ahaz Rebuked. 
God did not al- 
low him to pursue his course of action 
without protest. When the children of 
good men go wrong, there is no meas- 
uring the extent of depravity to which 
they will sink. Nevertheless, God was 
^ opposed and tried to save the young 
man and the nation. 
God used the 
king of Syria as one agency for rebuk- 
ing this mad young man. 
He carried 
Qway great multitudes captive,

Indiana doctors have declarad war 


on typhoid carriers and drastic meas- 
ures are urged to meet the 
baffling 


problem/of the proper quarantine for 
contagious diseases which, in 
most 


cas^s, are spread by healthy carriers o£ 
Kerms. It has been shown that a cer- 
tain portion of our population, al- 
though they themselves never have the 
sickness under consideration, act as in- 
termediary agents in scattering it 
broadcast. The fact that these men 
und women never show any symptoms 
themselves constitutes the whole prob- 
lem, for it greatly decreases the 
chances of discovering who they are. 


The case is well known of Typhoid 


Mary, of New York, a cook who never 
had the slightest trace of typhoid her- 
self but who, in, working from kitchen 
to kitchen, infected several hundred 
people and caused many deaths. 
A 


milkman was discovered recently who 
had given the disease to more than 200 
victims and even a trained nurso was 


found who had been freely distributing 
typhoid bacilli among her patients. 


Members of the Indiana Medical so- 


ciety favor a measure similar' to the 
California lav/ which gives a detected 
typhoid carrier hie liberty only a speci- 
fic terms. This law provides that all 
convicted typhoid carriers must make 
a written agreement that they will take 
no part in handling food or participate 
in the management of a boarding 
house, restaurant or food store. They 
must notify the health department of 
changes of address, must report twice 
a year, must report all cases of typhoid 
with which they come In contact and 
must submit to examination on request. 
If they violate any of these rules, they 
are deprived of their liberty. These 
measures must seem harsh interfer- 
ence with personal liberty, but doctors 
assert that innocent carriers of typhoid 
are now the only agencies in enlight- 
ened communities that prevent the 
eradication o£ this disease.

;o him, because the government is.on 
the lookout for 20,000 army doctors 
and surgeons, 1,000 dentists and 1,000 
i/eterlnary doctors. 


There is a hazy notion abroad In the 


country that doctors and dentists are 
exempt from tho draft under the se- 
lective conscription act. The fact 
however/ is they are not. 
Congress 


having failed to make such a provi- 
sion, the exemption clauses'to'be pro 
mulgated by the president wjj! also 
fail to exempt them. Therefore, when 
the draft net is set in motion, doctors 
dentists and 
veterinarians 
will 


among those drawn. 


This does not necessarily mean thej 


will have to shoulder a gun. Surgeon 
General Gorgas Is anjrious to have 
complete personnel In the medical do 
partment, raised to full war footing 
Under peace footing the army had 43 
doctors. 
Although the regular army 


is being greatly increased, the medical | 
corps has only grown to 53D. In addi- 
ion there are enrolled about 3.000 men 
or the medical reserve corps. 


The allowance under the present 
rmy regulations is seven doctors to 
very 1.000 soldiers, one dentist to 
every 1,000 men and one veterinarian 
o every 1.000 heart of horsas and 
mules in the transport, artillery and 
cavalry services. 


General Gorgas has. asked that all 


drafted doctors be turned over to tho 
medical department and it is expected 
Wat- Secretary Baker will assent. Tiour 


ould have to furnish a fixed quota of 
octors for the army, only those being 
xenipted who are too old, have too 
many dependents or for similar rea- 
ons. 


Work of the army doctors will start 


at the cantonments w.here they will not 


nly examine soldiers as to their phys- 
cal fitness, but will safeguard the wa- 
er and milk supply and guard against 
camp diseases. 


When the army lands in France ths 


doctors will guard against trench dis- 
eases such 
as typhus, tuberculosis 


pneumonia and rheumatism. 
But, o: 


course, the biggest job. will be man- 
ning the field hospitals.
